Urban  District  Council  of  Cleckheaton. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  Ninth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1914. 

This  in  all  probability  will  be  my  last  report,  as  before 
another  is  due  Cleckheaton  will  have  lost  its  identity  in  the 
larger  Spenborough,  and  different  administration. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHAKACTER 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Cleckheaton  embraces  an  area  of 
1755  acres  and  is  roughly  triangular,  the  sides  about  two  miles 
in  length.  Tlie  populalion  of  the  Cleckheaton  Ward  is 
principa  lly  at  the  Soul  hem  angle.  Scholes  is  at  the  West  and 
Oakenshaw  at  the  North,  the  intervening  land  being  chiefly 
agricultural. 

The  surface  is  undulating,  with  a general  fall  to  the  S.E. 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  has  a natural  drainage  to 
the  Spen  Beck  and  the  remainder  to  Blacup  Beck. 

The  bed  of  the  Spen  is  about  240  feet  above  sea  level  and 
the  highest  part  of  the  Distr  ct  is  near  Westfield,  where  the 
elevation  is  576  feet. 
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The  industries  carried  on  are  of  a very  varied  character, 
and  this  in  a great  measure  contributes  to  its  uniform  prosperity. 
The  chief  of  these  is  that  of  Worsted  Spinning. 

Card  Clothing  Manufacture  is  also  a most  important 
industry  and  had  its  origin  here.  Cable  and  fine  Wire  Drawing 
has  in  recent  years  developed  into  a very  considerable  depart- 
ment of  trade. 

Ironfounding  and  Machine  Making  is  extensively  carried  on 

Brace  and  Belt  Manufacturing  provides  a good  deal  of 
employment. 

Leather  Currying,  Chemical  Manufacture,  Motor  Cycles 
and  Art  Printing  Works  are  other  trades  that  give  employment. 

Geological] ly  the  District  is  on  the  Coal  Measures  with 
Surface  Claj^  and  Shales. 

The  Coal  Measures  are  hardly  the  best  sites  for  building, 
as  the  clays  are  impervious  and  hold  the  water  on  the  surface. 

Generally. — This  report  has  been  greatly  delayed  by 
the  disorganization  of  work  incidental  to  the  times  in  which  we 
are  living.  Taking  the  report  as  a whole  you  will  find  that  it  is 
generally  of  a satisfactory  nature.  In  war  times  it  has  been 
found  that  outbreaks  of  fever  are  apt  to  occur,  but  so  tar 
nothing  of  the  kind  has  taken  place. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  incidence  of  these  diseases 
was  small  and  up  to  the  end  of  November  was  low.  However, 
December  altered  the  state  of  affairs,  a third  of  the  cases 
occurring  in  that  month.  Included  in  the  number  were  an 
unusual  number  of  cases  of  Erysipelas.  During  the  year  two 
residents  were  in  contact  with  a fatal  case  of  Smallpox  in  a 
neighbouring  town.  They  were  quarantined  for  the  necessary 
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time  and  the  house,  &c.,  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  fortunately 
no  case  occurred.  Measles  were  prevalent  in  the  Westgate 
district,  and  Westgate  Infants’  School  had  to  he  closed  for  some 
time. 

During  the  summer  most  of  the  main  roads  were  treated 
so  as  to  prevent  dust,  and  certainly  a good  measure  of  success 
attended  the  operation.  The  dust  in  the  streets  and  roads  is 
had,  but  many  yards  that  are  only  kept  in  repair  with  ashes  add 
greatly  to  the  difficulty  of  keeping  a house  clean.  There  are 
many  yards  that  require  attention  and  streets  also.  The  work 
of  converting  privies  into  w.c’s.  goes  on,  but  more  rapid  progress 
is  very  desirable.  Difficulties  are  many,  but  the  dangers  are 
great  in  leaving  them  as  they  are.  The  drains  have  been  well 
attended  to  and  have  been  flushed  when  required.  I have  had 
no  complaints  of  smells  and  I think  a good  deal  is  due  to  the 
efficient  work  of  the  Webb  lamps  that  have  been  erected  at 
suitable  points. 

The  Motor  Buses  are  useful  in  one  way,  but  an  intolerable 
nuisance  in  another.  It  is  impossible  to  walk  the  pavement,  in 
wet  weather  without  being  splashed  with  mud  from  head  to 
foot  when  one  of  them  passes.  Some  remedy  can  surely  be 
found  before  another  winter. 

Milk. — I have  again  devoted  a considerable  amount  of 
time  to  this  commodity,  having  examined  nearly  200  samples. 

On  the  whole  I may  say  the  quality  is  better,  but  still  too  many 
samples  are  decidedly  poor.  The  Wakefield  authorities  also 
took  some  samples.  One  was  adulterated  and  one  had  gross 
impurities. 

The  Notification  of  Births  has  been  promptly  carried  out 
and  the  cases  immediately  attended  to  by  the  Nurse,  whose  care 
and  attention  I am  sure  has  helped  considerably  in  the  reduction 
of  the  Infantile  Death  Rate.  Appended  will  be  found  her  report 
on  her  work  in  this  direction.

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During  this  year  the  notification  of  Ophthalmia  Neona- 
torum has  come  into  force,  and  four  cases  were  reported. 

Phthisis. — I have  received  notice  of  1 3 cases  compared  with 
12  the  year  before.  Of  other  tuberculous  diseases  only  5 were 
notified.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  is  decidedly  less  than  in 
most  of  the  districts  round  about.  Four  persons  were  admitted 
to  Sanatoria  during  the  year,  and  9 persons  were  treated  at  the 
Dispensary,  Dewsbury.  Six  contacts  also  submitted  themselves 
for  exarnination.  A branch  dispensary  is  to  be  opened  in  the 
Millbridge  district,  and  that  will  be  more  convenient  than  having 
to  go  to  Dewsbury.  The  County  Council  Sanatorium  is  soon  to 
be  opened,  and  that  will  give  accommodation  for  isolation  as 
well  as  treatment. 

Population. — The  estimate  at  the  middle  of  the  year  is 
13100,  and  at  the  last  census  was  12,867.  This  population  is 
distributed  in  the  three  Wards  as  follows  : —

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  fairly  low,  but  slightly 
higher  than  last  year.  21  Deaths  out  of  223  Births,  equal  to  a 
mortality  of  91  per  1000  births.  The  principal  cause  of  death  is 
premature  birth.  Whooping  Cough  accounts  for  3 Deaths.  The 
splendid  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  has  certainly  conduced  to 
the  results  we  have  had. 
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Over  one  year  and  under  five  3^ears  of  age  the  number  of 
deaths  was  6,  a decrease  of  6.  This  gives  a percentage  of  all 
deaths  of  4-18,  a percentage  of  all  births  of  2-62  and  a total 
annual  death  rate  of  -44.  The  total  number  of  deaths  therefore 
of  children  under  5 years  of  age  was  27,  a decrease  of  7 on  the 
previous  3^ear.  This  number  is  equal  to  a percentage  of  all 
deaths  of  18-6],  to  a percentage  of  all  births  of  11*79,  and  a total 
annual  death  rate  of  2*06,  as  compared  with  2-62  in  1913,  3*17  in 
1912,  2-85  in  1911,  3-80  in  1910,  2*52  in  1909.  3*23  in  1908,  2-70 
in  1907,  5.36  in  1906,  and  3-97  in  1905.

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Phthisis. — The  number  of  Notifications  was  13  and  the 
Deaths  8,  compared  with  4 last  year.  Notifications  of  other 
forms  of  Tubercular  Diseases  were  5,  compared  with  16  last 
year.  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  at  Dewsbury,  where 
Pulmonary  Cases  and  Contacts  may  get  advice  and  treatment. 
The  hours  of  attendance  are  2 p.m.  to  6 p.m.  on  Mondays  and 
Thursdays.  Shortly  the  Branch  Dispensary  at  Millbridge  will  be 
available  for  this  district. 

Our  Death  Rate  is  low,  and  by  continued  efforts  in  teaching 
the  people  the  necessity  of  avoiding  overcrowding  and  allowing 
as  much  sunshine  and  fresh  air  into  bedrooms  as  possible — care 
in  the  disposal  of  tubercular  sputum— refraining  from  indis- 
criminate spitting — it  would  be  lower  still. 

Again  during  the  summer  season  I made  a larger  series  of 
observations  between  10  and  12  a m.,  and  out  of  1800  bedroom 
windows,  I only  found  105  open.  In  the  early  morning  between  2 
and  5 a.m,  I made  a further  series  of  400,  and  then  found  only 
10  open.  Fresh  air  is  the  only  necessary  of  life  for  which  no 
charge  is  made.  We  have  to  pay  for  food,  water,  etc.,  but  fresh 
air  may  be  had  free— possibly  that  ie  why  it  is  so  little  thought 
of. 

Cancer  has  caused  13  deaths,  compared  with  11  last  year,  6 
of  the  13  were  above  65  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  Inquests  held  during  the  year  was  9,  as  com- 
pared with  9 in  1913,  12  in  1912,  5 in  1911,  10  in  1910,  7 in  1909, 
9 in  1908,  4 in  1907,  6 in  1906  and  8 in  1905.  2 were  cases  of 

suicide,  5 accidents,  and  2 others  natural  causes. 

Mortuary. — The  mortuary  has  not  been  used,  compared 
with  3 times  during  1913. 
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Disposal  of  the  Dead. — 38  Interments  have  taken 
place  in  the  Cemetery  in  Whitechapel  Road  during  the  year. 
Total  since  the  opening,  301. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  -The  Notifica- 
tions of  Infectious  Diseases  received  number  54,  compared  with 
42  in  1913,  69  in  1912,  54  in  1911,  35  in  1910,  17  in  1909,  47  in 
1908,  50  in  1907,  147  in  1906,  105  in  1905,  99  in  1904  and  125  in 
1908.  The  diseases  were - Scarlatina  26,  Diphtheria  12,  Enteric 
Fever  8,  Erysipelas  8.  Of  these  notifications  84  occurred  in 
back-to-back  houses,  and  20  in  through  houses.  There  were  also 
13  notifications  of  Pulmonary-tuberculosis,  compared  with  12  in 
19 13, and  also  5 other  forms  of  Tubercular  disease  : 4,  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum.

The  8 Erysipelas  cases  were  not  eligible  for  hospital 
treatment.  Of  the  remaining  46  cases  44  or  95-65  per  cent,  were 
promi^tly  removed  to  hospital.  The  only  cases  not  removed 
were  one  of  Scarlatina  from  Cleckheaton  and  one  from  Scholes. 
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I would  recommend  that  after  an  air  shaft  has  been  in 
use  for  two  years  it  should  be  opened  and  cleared  out,  as  it  is 
found  that  after  tha,t  period  they  are  apt  to  be  at  least  partially 
blocked. 

House  Accommodation. — Seven  new  houses  have  been 
built  and  certified  for  occupation  during  the  year.  All  are 
through  houses,  and  are  provided  with  W.C’s. 

Bacteriological  Analyses. — During  the  year  71 
specimens  were  forwarded  to  the  West  Riding  Laboratory  at 
Wakefield,  viz.  Blood  for  Enteric  Fever  16  ; Throat  Swabs  for 
Diphtheria  32  ; Sputum  Tuberculosis  Bacillus  22;  Urine  1. 

Scavenging. — This  work  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
staff  has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory, 

It  would  be  a much  needed  improvement  if  more  of  the 
larger  privy  middens  could  be  emptied  during  the  night  or  early 
in  the  morning  when  there  are  few  people  about. 

Sewerage. — The  new  system  of  sewage  disposal  for 
Oakenshaw  Ward  is  now  completed  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — No  set  observations  on  the  smoke 
nuisance  have  been  taken,  but  it  is  all  too  obvious,  even  to  the 
casual  observer,  that  far  too  much  smoke  is  turned  out. 

Factory  chimneys  turn  out  much  half -burned  coke  and 
grit,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  tar  in  smoke  comes  from 
domestic  fires.  Recently  a series  of  observations  have  been 
made  in  certain  towns,  and  in  five  months  the  amount  of  solid 
matter  deposited  per  squar  e mile  ranged  from  440  tons  to  20,  and 
the  tar,  soot  and  ash  from  294  to  5.  These  variations  are 
striking,  and  indicate  what  great  scope  for  improvement  exists 
in  the  cleanliness  of  most  town  atmospheres. 
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Sir  Oliver  Lodge  has  stated  that  “ the  greater  part  of 
humanity  in  England  lives  under  a thin  pall  of  obscure  material, 
through  which  a certain  amount  of  light  and  heat  can  pass,  but 
which  effectually  screens  the  health  giving  and  disease  destroying 
acting  rays  of  the  sun.”

This  screening  of  dust  polluted  air  is  far  greater  than  ig 
imagined,  for  direct  experiments  have  proved  that  on  a sunny 
day  no  less  than  10%  of  the  sunlight  is  cut  off  in  the  last  100ft. 
of  the  atmosphere. 

Complaints  have  been  received  about  fumes,  &c.,  from 
Moorend  Chemical  Works,  and  I visited  the  works  both  during 
the  night  and  day,  and  on  none  of  the  occasions  was  any 
nuisance  found. 


Destruction  of  Refuse. — The  Refuse  Destructor  con- 
tinues to  do  good  work,  and  figures  relating  to  it  will  be  found  in 
the  Sanitaay  Inspector’s  report.

Horse  Ambulance. — The  Horse  Ambulance  has  been 
used  ou  9 occasions  for  accidents  and  20  times  for  the  removal 
of  invalids,  a total  of  29  times  for  the  year.  From  the  3rd 
September,  1897,  to  date,  it  has  been  out  on  service  458  times, 
160  for  accidents  and  308  for  invalids.

The  home  visiting  of  babies  has  continued  happily  through- 
out the  year.  One  mother  resented  the  visits,  but  otherwise 
they  have  been  much  appreciated  ; and  there  is  a growing  desire 
of  many  mothers  for  further  education  and  knowledge  of  infant 
hygiene  and  the  care  of  the  body  in  its  earliest  years. 

It  is  a healthy  sign  that  the  number  of  breast  fed  babies 
is  increasing ; and  amongst  these  are  some  beautiful  specimens 
of  happy,  healthy  infant  life- 

As  time  goes  on  I trust  a much  larger  number  of  infants 
will  be  fed  on  their  natural  food ; that  mothers  will  have  more 
confidence  in  their  own  powers  in  this  respect  and  not  neglect 
it  for  trivial  reasons.  A greater  knowledge  of  its  superiority  to 
hand  feeding  in  the  rearing  of  healthy  infants  should  encourage 
them. 


Improperly  cleansed  feeding  bottles,  and  milk  left 
uncovered  to  attract  dust  and  flies  are  frequent  causes  of  feeble 
health  and  disease  in  hand-fed  babies, 
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Many  are  frelful  and  cross,  and  sleep  badly,  as  a result  of 
improper  food,  and  insufficient  rest  and  quiet.  Too  much  excite- 
ment, over-nursing  and  handling  are  not  good  for  babies. 

Light  and  fresh  air  should  be  more  appreciated.  A separate 
cot  in  the  sleeping  room,  with  free  ventilation  day  and  night 
would  be  beneficial. 

The  knitted  vests  and  baby  flannels  made  by  tlie 
Whitcliffe  Mount  School  Scholars  and  Old  Girls,  and  sold  to 
poor  mothers  have  again  been  much  appreciated;  also  the  many 
aids  given  by  the  Cleckheaton  Guild  of  Help.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  81st,  19TI. 

Removal  of  Refuse. 

Dll  ring  the  year  4459  loads  of  refuse  have  been  removed 
from  ashpits,  dustbins,  etc.,  in  the  Cleckheaton  and  Scholes 
Wards,  8857  of  which  were  carted  to  the  Council’s  Destructor, 
69  were  taken  to  local  farms,  1*24  loads  were  taken  to  the  Council’s 
Tip  and  909  loads  were  taken  to  Mr.  Riley’s  Garden  in  Whitehall 
Road. 


From  Oakenshaw  Ward  there  were  319  loads  removed, 
295  loads  of  which  were  carted  to  Farms  in  the  Ward  and  24 
loads  were  taken  to  Bierley  Hill  Tip. 

The  removal  of  tiade  refuse  has  been  carried  on  as  here- 
tofore, nothing  having  happened  out  of  the  ordinary.  I still  think 
a revision  of  the  chat  ges  for  this  work  might  very  reasonably  be 
made  in  the  Council’s  favour. 

With  regard  to  domestic  refuse,  portable  dustbins  are 
emptied  at  periods  varying  from  10  to  14  days,  while  stationary 
bins  are  emptied  monthly  or  thereabouts.

The  number  of  new  houses  certified  during  the  year  as 
being  fit  for  occupation  was  fo^it;.  The  ^a^^ita^ry .accommodation 
provided  for  them  are  water  closets  ^nd

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Council’s 
Slaughter  House  is  greatly  in  excess  of  any  previous  year  and  is 
so  far  a record.  This  will  probably  continue,  and  it  is  necessary 
that  some  provision  should  be, made  if  or  lairage  purposes,  so  that 
a Butcher  can  keep  a pig  or  sheep  overnight.

Factory  Acts. 

In  the  Coun oil’s  area  there  are  227  places  which  come 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops’  Act.  All  these  premises  are 
in  reasonable  condition  and  good  order.  , v . - , 

General  Sanitary  Work. 

During  thq  year  80  water  closets  have  been  provided, 
8 being  on  new  property,  18  additions  to  existing  conveniences, 
and  54  in  substitution  for  other  kinds  of  conveniencies.  There 
have  also  been  13  portable  dustbins  and  28  stationary  dustbins 
provided,  also  7 pail  closets. 

51  privy  middens,  23  covered  ashpits  and  two  open  ashpits 
have  been  removed  or  reconstructed,  also  3 waste  water  closets 
removed. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  95  rooms  have  been  fumigated  consequent 
on  Infectious  Disease  using  151  candles. 


All  the  Schools  in  the  Council’s  area  have  been  fumigated 
in  doing  which  445  candles  have  been  used.  ..  „ ■ 
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We  have  been  called  upon  to  release  by  flushing  and  other 
means,  Manholes,  W.C.’s,  Drains  and  Sewers  on  139  occasions 
using  108,500  gallons  of  water,  50,000  of  which  have  been  charged 
to  owners. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

There  are  5 Hackney  Carriages  licensed  to  ply  for  hire 
also  4 Taxi  Cabs,  concerning  which  no  complaints  have  been 
made  during  the^year. 


Fried  Pish  Shops. 


The  Fried  Pish  and  Potatoe  Shops  are  as  last  year,  viz  : — 
13,  all  of  which  are  in  good  order,  good  fat  being  used  in  the  frying. 
A complaint  was  received  with  reference  to  the  Fish  Shop  at 
109,  Westgate,  the  owner  of  which  is  under  notice  to  concrete 
cellar  floor  and  provide  a sufficient  drain.
